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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The preliminary amendment filed July 9, 2004 has not been entered. The 
substitute specification did not comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.125, i.e. not the same 
as originally filed but for the line spacing, and no marked up copy or a statement indicating no 
new matter was added was provided. The substitute specification appears to add new matter. 
The amendments to claims or drawings did not comply with 37 CFR 1.121 effective 7-30-03. 
Since there are other informalities which require correction in addition to the spacing of the lines, 
see discussion infra, and the claims are not allowable, an Office action on the merits is being 
issued on the original application as filed. All amendments to the application, if any, in response 
to this Office action should reflect changes made to the originally filed application not the 
unentered amendment filed 7-9-04. Such amendments to the originally filed specification and 
claims should be made in accordance with 37 CFR 1.125 and 1.121, copies of which have been 
provided in Appendix A of this Office Action. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be 
labeled as "amended."

The 
description should be as short and specific as is necessary to describe the 
invention adequately and accurately. Where elements or groups of elements, 
compounds, and processes, which are conventional and generally widely known 
in the field of the invention described and their exact nature or type is not 
necessary for an understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the 
art, they should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes may not be commonly or widely known in the field, the specification 
should refer to another patent or readily available publication which adequately 
describes the subject matter. 

(j) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.0 l(m). The claim or claims 
must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 1.52(b)(3)).

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Description 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because legal terminology, i.e. "means" 
on line 3, should be avoided. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

5. 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not clear, concise 
and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or verbose terms used in the specification 
are: the abstract, lines 2-4 include misspelled words. 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 1) The spacing of 
the lines of the entire application are improper, i.e. should be VA or double spaced. Also the 
pages should be numbered. See Appendix A as to how to submit a substitute specification under 
37 CFR 1.125. 2) The claim for small entity status before the title should be avoided. See 
paragraph 2. supra. 3) The content of the "CROSS-REFERENCES TO RELATED 
APPLICATIONS [sic]" is improper, see paragraph 2., (f), (2), supra instead of (b). Applicant 
has listed other inventors applications not his own. 4) The last sentence of the BACKGROUND 
OF THE INVENTION section appears to be redundant. 5) The Summary of the Invention 
section content is not proper, i.e. should be commensurate with the invention of the claims. 6) 
The description of the diaper both textual and pictorial is unclear because it is incomplete and 
inconsistent. For example, what is 7 in Figure 2? Is 10 a seal or a zipper-like closure? Where is 
the pouch located on the diaper? The exterior of the front end or the exterior of the rear end? A 
clear, consistent textual and pictorial description should be set forth. No new matter should be

added. Clear antecedent basis for the invention as set forth in the claims should be set forth, note 
5) supra. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. Claims 1-2 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

For example, claims 1 and 2 could be rewritten as follows (However it is noted that such 
claims, even as rewritten, would not patentably distinguish over the prior art of record): 

3. (New) A diaper system comprising a disposable diaper and a moisture impermeable 
packet attached to an exterior surface of the diaper, said packet containing at least wipes and 
baby powder. 

4. (New) A diaper system as claimed in claim 3 wherein the packet is removabably 
attached to the exterior surface of the diaper. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Preiss c 379. 
The Preiss device, see Figures and col. 2, line 27-col. 3, line 51, includes a packet, either 

31, 21 or 21 and 31, containing wipes and/or powder and/or medicinal cream, removably 
attached to the exterior surface of the diaper at the front, or back or center thereof. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The prior art cited but not specifically applied teaches zipper-like closure members 
are well known for closing packets containing wipes, see Hansen, Houghton et al, Ives and 
Marchesani. The Ives and Webb patents show pockets inside the diaper for holding the wipes, 
powder and cream are also known. The Houghton patent teaches the wipe packet including two 
or more wipes, i.e. five or more wipes, are also known. Therefore, it also appears the invention 
of the claims 1-3 of the unentered amendment of 7/9/2004 do not patentably distinguish over the 
prior art of record.

All claims being currently amended in an 
amendment paper shall be presented in the claim listing, indicate a status of "currently amended, " 
and be submitted with markings to indicate the changes that have been made relative to the 
immediate prior version of the claims. The text of any added subject matter must be shown by 
underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike-through except 
that double brackets placed before and after the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of 
five or fewer consecutive characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being 
placed within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. Only claims having the 
status of "currently amended, " or "withdrawn v if also being amended, shall include markings. If a 
withdrawn claim is currently amended, its status in the claim listing may be identified as "withdrawn 
— currently amended. 99 

(3) When claim text in clean version is required . The text of all pending claims not being 
currently amended shall be presented in the claim listing in clean version, i.e., without any markings 
in the presentation of text. The presentation of a clean version of any claim having the status of 
"original, " "withdrawn " or "previously presented " will constitute an assertion that it has not been 
changed relative to the immediate prior version, except to omit markings that may have been present 
in the immediate prior version of the claims of the status of "withdrawn " or "previously presented. 

" Any claim added by amendment must be indicated with the status of "new " and presented in clean 
version, i.e., without any underlining. 

(4) When claim text shall not he presented; canceling a claim . 

(i) No claim text shall be presented tor any claim in the claim listing with the status of 
"canceled "or "not entered. ?? 

(ii) Cancellation of a claim shall be effected by an instruction to cancel a particular claim 
number. Identifying the status of a claim in the claim listing as "canceled " will constitute an 
instruction to cancel the claim. 

(5) Reinstatement of previously canceled claim. A claim which was previously canceled may 
be reinstated only by adding the claim as a "new " claim with a new claim number.
